Supporters of Lebanese editor

BEIRUT (AP). — Security forces 
here launched a nationwide search 
for Lebanon's leading newspaper 
editor, Michel Abou Jaudi, who was 
Kidnapped at gunpoint in a Beirut 
street on Wednesday night. 

Police admitted they had no clues 
to the whereabouts of the 43-year- 
old writer nor to the identity of the 
four armed men who abducted him. 
But a government spokesman said 
the country’s entire security forces 
were mobilized and controlling all 
borders and exits from the city on 
the personal orders of President 
Suleiman Franjieh. 

Abou Jaudi, a bachelor, is co-edi- 
tor and top columnist of the au- 
thoritative newspaper “An Nahar.” 
His daily column on Middle Eastern 
and international affairs 15 consi- 
dered the widest read in the Arab 
world. 

He was riding with a colleague 
to his hotel suite residence when 
the guumen rammed the car, forced 


Abou Jaudi into a shabby Fiat and 
sped away, firing plstols into the 
air.
